October 23 was set as a date fur 
the beginning of a formal hearing 
on the matter. 

The survey follows a joint resolu- 
tion adopted by the General Assem- 
bly of 1928 and is designed to de- 
velop facts upon which the commis- 
sion and the Legislature may pro- 
vide for future bus line administra- 
tion in Virginia The rapid growth 
of motor vehicle transportation in- 
cident to the development of a high- 
way system has offered a growing 
problem which the bus operators 
ure being asked to help solve 

These data for the state at large are 
to include the passenger carrying 
capacity of all buses, length ofl 
routes, number of trips, number of 
passengers, amount of revenue be- 
tween January 1, 1929, and Sep- 
tember 1, 1929, capital invested, cost, 
age, price paid. present value and 
depreciation charges on _ vehicles, 
cost of terminals, shops, equipment 
ot shops and garages, accessories 
and supplies, etc.. amount of in- 
Surance carried, amount of taxes 
paid, etc

Registration of motor vehicles 1s 
increasing at the rate of 6 per cent. 

each year. Motor production in 1928 
when 4,357,384 vehicles were pro- 
duced, increased 29.9 per cent. over 
the previous year. Of the 1928 pro- 
duction only 18 per cent. was ex- 
ported, the remainder being sold 
in the United States 

The net increase in registration 
last year was 1,359,883 vehicles. To 
accommodate this increeased regis- 
tration there were added to th 
Federal-aid system in the forty- 
sight states but 7,022 miles of im- 
proved highway.

Up to and in- 
cluding 1929 a total of 78.096 miles 
have been improved in the Federal- 
aid system

Normal Slowing-up in 
August Will Not Af- 
fect Year's Gains. 


EW YORK, Sept. 27.— 
The parts accessory in- 
dustry has fully enjoyed the 
prosperity which has marked 
the automotive vehicle busi- 
ness this year, and at the end 
of August had completed its 
greatest eight months’ period 
in production and sales, ac- 
cording to a statement today 
by the Motor and Equipment 
Association. 

During August some 
ing production was noticed 
and continued in September 
Operations are still at a satisfac- 
tory level, however, and moderately 
reduced schedules for the remainder 
of the year, a natural result of the 
unusually heavy production of the 
first half, will still allow the indus- 
try to make a new all-time year 
record by the end of 1929 

Shipments of units and parts to 
car manufacturers for original 
equipment declined from July and 
were a'so below August last year. 
August was the first month in 
which shipments for this group 
fell below last year. Service parts 
business scored an _ impressive 
gain over July, but was below Au- 
gust, 1928. Service equipment 
business held even with July and 
continued, as it has all year, 
ahead of last year, according to 
reports from member companies 
which have just been tabulated 
by the association. 

Aggregate shipments in August of 
several hundred manufacturers sup- 
plying parts and accessories to the 
car and truck manufacturers and 
parts accessories and garage repair 
equipment to the wholesale trade 
were 182 per cent. of the January, 
1925, base, as compared with 438 
per cent. in July and 212 in August 
last vear

Service equipment shipments, 
that is, repair shop machinery and 
tools, of member companies in 
August were 170 per cent. of the 
1925 base as compared with 170 
per cent. in July and 148 in Au- 
gust a year ago. 

Business of automotive 
salers in the M. E. A. in August 
was good, the aggregate volume of 

sales for all reporting companies 
running 2 per cent. ahead of July, 
though accounts receivable also in- 
creased.

GOODYEAR RECLAIMING 
PLANT IN OPERATION 


Gadsden, Ala. Sept. 27 The 
mammoth rubber reclaiming plant 
of the Goodyear Tire and Rubber 
Company here has just been placed 
in operation. Approximately 2.500,000 
pounds of rubber will be reclaimed 
monthly in the plant, the product 
being sent to Akron, where it will 
be used in manufacture of merchan- 
dise produced and marketed by the 
company. When the plant reaches 
full production it will have a capac- 
ity of 50,000 pounds of finished 
reclaimed rubber per day. according 
to officials. Approximately 100,000 
pounds or three large car loads of 
used tires will be processed daily

tae BEDFORD, MASS., Sept. 27. 
—The Firestone Tire and Rub- 
| ber Company Ras established a new 
system for handling waste at its 
fabric mill here, which does away 
with brushing the cards and keeps 
the air of the room free from lint. 

The system cost $50,000 and con- 
sists of a vacuum cleaning system 
which catches up all the lint float- 
ing about the room and whisks it 
away to big tanks in the waste de- 
partment, where it is baled and sold. 
With this system the only part of 
the card cleaned by brush, as of old, 
is the revolving flat. 

Waste from the flats accumulates 
on a roller, which is stripped at 
regular intervals, this stripping be- 
ing placed on the floor near a 
vacuum tube. As soon as the valve 
opens this waste strip is sucked in 
and carried away. The system jin- 
volves an elaborate system of six- 
inch overhead conveying pipes of 
steel. a series of valves near the 
floor and of nogzles that can be 
moved about, like those of a home 
vacuum cleaner 

Since Firestone took over this 
plant, formerly Manomet mill No. 4, 
it has spent over $800,000 in im- 
provements, although the plant was 
supposed to be one of the finest and

Louisville, Ky., Sept. 27.—Turner 
Minor, vice-president of the 
Louisville Taxicab and Transfer 
Company, in a recent discussion 
said: “Low rates and light cabs 
have taught us a whole lot about 
the cab business. We used to oper- 
ate taxicabs. Today we use only 
passenger coaches, which we oper- 
ate 35,000 miles: and trade in on 
new coaches. 

“Our discarded cars retain good 
used car values, because they are 
less than a year old, the style is 
good, and they are coaches which 
have a ready market. 

“Formerly, we rebuilt, 
and reworked cabs 
There was scarcely a market for an 
old cab; all we could do was junk 
it, and operating expenses climbed 
up and up as its age increased. 
Until we adopted this trade-in, 
method our paint shop costs were 
quite heavy. The last year that we 
painted cars, the paint shop cost 
us $5,532. Today we have but one 
man to do touching up work. 

The labor cost in the mechanical 
shop has also been greatly reduced 
in proportion to the number of 
cabs operated, as we no longer make 
any effort to run cabs out, and, 
when you are trying to do that, you

B. CRAWFORD, dependable, 

replacement parts jobber at 
6416 Selma Ave., Hollywood, doesn’t 
believe in being selfish with his 
trade. That is, he doesn’t demand 
direct and immediate remunera- 
tion for every little thing he does 
for his customers. 

Mechanics who haven't a brake 
relining machine around their place 
are invited to come on over and see 
Crawford and line the bands on his 
Petry & Brandt machine free of 
charge 

The only obligation Mr. Mechanic 
is under is that he must buy Grafild 
brake lining, which is the kind that 
pays Mr. Crawford a profit 

If it should happen to be a set of 
valves which need refacing, fine; 
stop over at Crawford's and do the 
job on his Sioux valve refacer and 
pay the house 50 cents a valve! The 
grinder is right up at the front of 
the store, so it’s easy to keep in 
mind.

He said: “We have installed a No. 
650 Sioux valve refacer. Bring in 
your valves and do a first-class 
job for a nickel apiece.” 

This worked pretty well, so the 
next month he decided to try the 
same idea on something else. That 
month he stamped across the en- 
velope How are you fixed for 
lamps?" and up went his lamp sales 
He takes advantage of all the ad- 
vertising the mailing out of state- 
ments permits and thus assures of 
himself of the minimum of postage 
and the maximum of attention.
